INTERESTIRG EXPERIMENTS IN PHOTOGRAPHY

At the meeting of the Lycenm of Natural
History the President gave an acconnt of a
visit he had made durivg the summer to the
workshop and stadio of Niepos de St. Victor,
the celebrated dizcoverer of the art of photo-
graphiog in colors directly from nature. He
found the artist in ona of those mysterious
alleries of the Louvre where officers of the
jovernment attached to the Imperial honse-
hold nre provided with qunarters, and are
wllowed leisure to culiivate some branch of
art to which the assoointions of the place and
the rich treasures stored below may inapire
them,

M. Niepee was very polite and communioa-
Uve. There was no attempt to disguise Lis
procegses, buat, on the contrary, he seewmad
anxions to impart all the information he was
poesesged of, in order to encourage others to
take up the resenrch and prossvute it to & suc-
cespful termination. His investigations into
the eilects of light upon various egensitive
chemical agents were carried on in laboratories
overlooking the nolsy sand thronged Roe de
fRivoll, There were all of the nsusl acvesso-
ries of & photographic gallery—dark closets,
sinks, lables, curtains, soresns, shaded
windows, chemlcals, and the odor of iodine
which always prevails in such a place,

The olijects galected [or testing the power of
light to transfer color wers complicated pat-
terns and designs, such as are nsad by the
calico-printer or for wall paper, and beautifal
French dells, dressed in all the colors of the
rainbow, with plate jewelry and rich ailks, so
as to make a falr trial of the proocess.

M. Niepce had fncceeded in photographing
a doll stereographically, so that it stood out in
relief under the stereoscope with all of the
oolors, the blae, red, green, white, and black,
equally sharp and distinet. He waz kind
epongh to present to his visitor two specimens
of photographa of highily colorad wall patterns,
which the President exhibited to the members
of the soclety, and which attracted great
attention.

The provess pursued by Niepce is essen-
tinlly the same as that suggested by Beoqune-
rel and Poitevin. It is, in fact, the old da-
guerreotype process with a few modifications.
The silver plate is rendured sousitive by being
plaved in a bath of some hypochlorite. The
thin film of chloride of silver which forms on
the purfave is partly fused before the expoaurs
is made. After the first exposure it {s heated
and once mora put into the camera. Such o
method would be highly fatigning for a living
enbject, but immaterial for an inanimate one.
There are technical precautions to be ob-
gorved, the details of which are given in the
published articles of Nivpee.

There would appear to be no donbt abont
the poseibility of photographing colors. 'The
specimens exhibited wera concluzive on that
point. Bul now comes Lbe anfavorable side of
the picture—they will not keop; they fade like
the rose., The bezutiful stersograph of the
doll wonld fade ont entirely in a fow houra in
the direct sunlight, or in a few days in the
soffused light of a room. All efforts to fix
the colors have been unavailing. The lixing
agent ia yot to be discovered. Bat when wao
recitll the long years of patient research on the
part of Daguerre and the elder Niepce, before
they encceeded in fixing the image on the
silver plate, we can take conrage and conli-
dently anticipale the foal suaccess of thia
branch of art.,

I'rotesser Charles A, Seely remarked upon
the great beauty of the specimens exhibited
by the Chalrman, and stated that they wera
gnperior to any he had ever ssen, and indi-
coated a decided improvesent upon the earlier
pictures by M. Niepea, Professor SBeely spoke
of the labore of Becquerel in the same dirce-
tion, and was disposed to give him the credit
for having originated the mwethod sinve em-
ployed by pliotographers in colora. le also
stated that colored pictures had been taken in
this country ten or fifteen years ago by a Mr,
Iill, They could not, however, be fixed, and
the further profecution of the art had beon
suspended since the death of the iuventor.
Mr. HIl wrote a considerable volume on
heliochiromic pietures, which was sold at a
high price, but is mow ont of print. There
wag at one time considerable talk of seouring
an appropriation from Congress to enable Mr,
Hill to onrry on his researches, but nosnccess
atteuded the movement. Mr, Cameron, of
Ohio, also published articles on color pictures
in Humphirey's Journal of Photography. There
geerns 10 be no doubt that colors can be pho-
tographed, or rather daguerrsotyped; but how
to fix them hag not yet husen discoversd,

The P'resident also exhibited a vory fine
gpecimen of photo-relisf engraving, whish he
had received from the inventor, Mr. Wood-
bury, whom he found engaged in perfecting
hig process in Paris. By this method an ordl-
nary negative is taken; of this a gelatine oopy
is made, which is transferred to solt metaltype

cliehé s thus formed which affords the printing
gurface. The ivk is a solution of gelatine,
properly colored; this is poured hot upon the
surface of the plate, aud a plece of paper is
gently pressed upon it.  After the gelatine
gets it adlieres to the paper and forms the pie-
ture. The pioture is a cast of the matallio
cliché, but is so thin that it s impossible to
feel or see Lha relief. Plaster casts of tho pie-
tures formed on the metallic plates were also
exbibited. These casts could be electrotyped,
and thus the most delicate micrnacopimfnnb-
jecle conld be printed, or, in faot, any object
can ba copied,
Mr. Woodbnry's process differs somewhat
from the photo-lithographic method pursned
by Mr, Osborne, though both uss the action of
light upon gelatine mixed with bichromats of
potash. In the one vase we have metallio
plates, and in ths other atone for the printing
surface,  Hoth of these methods are oapabla of
extensive application, and ought to be hetter
understood Ly the publishers of illuatrated
ooka and magarines, Bome very fine micro-

hotographs taken Ly Mr, Arnold were eox-
ibited o the society.

From an amusing and instruoctive article in
Ortce a Week we extraot the following pleasant
aketoh of the enrlositios of signboard litera-
ture and tradition in many parts of Europe
outside of England. The writer remarks that
to see the elden aign in all its glory, one must
seck those conutries that have not moved for-
ward as fast as Great Britain, bat still keep to
many of the oustoms of their ancestors.
“Even in Parfs, many trades and professions
8till make their whereabouts known by signs,
Who has not been amused by the midwives'
signa in that eity, which represant the nurse
in the lying-in. ohamber taking, with a trinm-
phant air, the new-born babe to the squally
trivtupbant-looking father ¥  Tn Holland there
is a perfest harvest of quaint sings atill remain-
ipg; but for the truly plotaresgne signa we
must go w the Tyrol. The hotels there are
invariably decorated with soma ploture of a
gaint; but the favorite sign is generully a
pigantic Ht. Christopher, palnted, or rather
frescoed, on the wall. After a long rids in
this mountainons gountry there ia something
charmingly pleasant in coming suddenly npon
a wolitary ion, and seeing the saint, perhapsa
thirty feet high, bearing the infant Christ
upon his shoulder while he is fording a
river. St Christopber is the patron saint of
the poor men, henee the reason for hia pie-
ture as a sign. B, George elaying the dragon
is amother common sign in that country, and
often, in addition to thess signs, there will be
pictures of the Virgin, or of Christ bearing
His cross. The ionkeeper in these vallays (s
by no mesns aonch a coarse ppecimen of b
manity a8 we often meel with in country places
in Ewngland; he avidently is a lover of art, for
we often gea in the most remote villages ex-
cellent coples of wall-known piotures by the
old masters, which they have adopted as their
signs,

In Styria sigus are used for a purpose which
is anything but assnring to the nervous travel-
ler, Journeying along one of the steep defiles
in this country a few years ago with a very
